The first clandestine b> se de- 
voted to the production various 
explosives, was discovered in Fon- 
tainbleau Forest where Napoleon 
signed his abdication 123 years ago. 
The second was discovered at 
suburban Boissy la Ilerie. 

The Surete Nationale, France's 
Scotland Yard, said it was con- 
vinced that the two factories, 
sought by hundreds of agents for 
two weeks, were the principal cen- 
ters of the arms supplies of the 
Cagoulard terrorists. 

While police loaded the confis- 
cated arms and munitions onto 
trucks for removal to government 
warehouses the name of Andre 
Tardieu, former premier, was in- 
jected again into the investigation. 

TESTIFIED IN CASE 

Tardieu. who admitted in court 
recently that while he was head 
of the government he used secret 
funds to finance the now outlawed 
fascist Croix de Feu (Crosses of 
Pire), was reported to have been 
subpoenaed to appear before a 
magistrate investigating the rami- 
fications of Les . 

Tardieu was to have re- 
fused to appear in court but the ex- 
premier, at his home, denied re- 
ceiving a summons. 

Tardieu made his sensational tes- 
timony in behalf of Duke Joseph 
Pozzo di Borgo, Corsican “nobleman” 
is held in Santa Prison as a 
ringleader of the “Hooded Men” and 
who charged Col. Francois de la 
Kocque, fascist leader of the Croix 
de Feu, with betraying him to po- 
lice. 

The munitions factory in Fontain- 
bleau Forest was said to have yielded 
hundreds of cases of hand grenades, 
powder, detonatiors and fuses. Ar- 
rest of the technicians in charge of 
the munitions fabrication was prom- 
ised soon by police. 

PLOT FOR ARRESTS 

The explosives and grenades were 
described as of the same make as 
those seized in the original Cagou- 
lard raids in the heart of Paris 
where arms caches and underground 
“fortresses” were brought to light. 

Examination of the grenades seized 
at Fontainbleau and Boissy la Illerie 
indicated that they were intended 
for street fighting, to carry out a 
carefully arranged plan to seize the 
government ministries and arrest 
Popular Front leaders in a counter- 
revolution. 

Both factories were only a short 
distance from Paris’ “Red Belt” of 
suburbs. 

“The “Daughin” Count de Paris, 
son of the exiled pretender to the 
throne of France, published a long 
communique today in his Paris 
newspaper, Courrier Royale, accus- 
ing the Royalist Action Francaise of 
using the “royal family” as a tool 
to further its own political ambi- 
tions.

TANK SHELLED 


The tank was shelled. The fascists surrounded it and 
attacked it for 12 hours, gradually coming closer to it and 
showering it with hand-grenades.

RENEW ATTACK 


After several hours the fascists, exhausted, decided to 
rest and have their dinner right there on the tank. After 
dinner—a nap. But at this moment, one of the tankists 

moved inside. The fascists were immediately on their feet 
again and off the machine, renewing their attack. 

They threw fire-grenades, aiming at the lower parts 
of the tank. The rubber took fire. 

“There we were, sitting quietly and smoking,” said 
the commander. “The nineteenth hour of the siege had 
elapsed.” | 

The fire burned and was again extinguished. It did 
not reach the benzine cans. The tankists heard the fascists 
confer on the situation. They had decided once for all to 
make an end of the crew—not to trust anything until with 
their own eyes they saw the dead bodies removed from 
the tank. 

A new attack commenced. There was nothing left. to 
hope for now. The three fighters decided to make an end 
of themselves at the moment the enemy got inside the 
machine.

But suddenly a gun explosion was heard nearby and 
then a second and a third one, mingled with shrieks of 
wounded men. The Republican artillery and tanks had

The shooting ceased. Obviously the fascists had es- 
caped and hidden themselves. The detisive moment had 
arrived and must he made use of instantly.

With difficulty the tank commander moved the ma- 
chine-gun and let off three shots. Then he removed the 
lock and handed it to the tower-commander, ordering him 
to run. The fascists opened fire at him. He fell on the 
hillock. The commander opened the machine-gun, gave 
orders to the tank-driver to run. He himself was the last 
to escape. 

; RUN IN LAPS 


A hail of bullets followed them. The three fighters 
lay on the hillock,. pressed closely to the earth, until the 
fascists got tired of shooting. Then they picked them- 
selves up, ran a bit, and a bit more 

For 24 hours they put up resistance. 

Here they are now, drinking water and smoking. 
They are giving exact and detailed information and in- 
structions to the other fighters who will now, under cover 
of fire, go to rescue their tank on another mechanical 
horse. ‘ 

What saved these people who were considered lost a 
thousand times? They were saved by the fact that they 
did not want to surrender to fascism even the last hour 
of their lives, their last breath, their lungs’ last inhalation 
of air, the last glance of their honest young eyes.

Dr. Jose Maria Guillen Velez, a notorious Honduran 
dope smuggler, is one of the leading figures in a plot 
to replace the present President, Gen. Tiburcio Carias 
Andino (a dictator under the thumb of the United 
Fruit Co.—H. G.), with someone amenable to Ger- 
many and to the dope smuggling trafife between Ger- 
many and Honduras. Dr. Velez is reported to have 
made a deal with the Nazis to take 3,000 kilograms of 
narcotics which are in turn to be smuggled into the 
United States under the protection of the new regime 
that the revolt is aiming to put over. 

The Bureau of Customs, says the excerpt we re- 
ceived quoting from the Intelligence Bulletin, has ob- 
tained identical information from many different 
sources on numerous occasions. It is known that Dr. 
Velez is interested in supplanting the dictatorship of 
Gen. Andino with another dictatorship.

And Find a 
Fascist

A WHITE rat placed into a maze by laboratory scien- 
tists will blunder around, butt its head dozens of 
times against blind alleys, but finally discover a way 
out. It is capable of learning by trial and error, and 
an accumulation of experiences. But I used to pooh- 
pooh this performance, and ask like a cynical New 
Yorker, so what? What does it prove? 

Well, after reading some of the recent literature 
of the “isolationist” school in America, my respect for 


white rats has gone up immensely. The rats have no 
Phi Betta Kappa keys, like some of these isolationists, but their brains 
work better. They do finally learn how to get out of a maze. 

Isolationists must be divided into two groups: one of them, the 
sinister crowd like General Hugh Johnson, Hearst, the avowed fascists 
around the American Mercury magazine, and certain members of the 
Senate and Congress who are obviously hired mouthpieces for Wall St. 

These elements play a dark and devious game, but the veil is. 
transparent. They are the same elements as the British Tories and 
French fascists who also preach “neutrality” and givirig Japan, Hitler 
and Mussolini a free hand. These nuts want a fascist world. They be- 
lieve it’s the only way of saving capitalism. They're willing to betray 
their own nations for the sake c* preserving world capitalism. They 
may mouth a lot patriotic phrases, and claim they are fighting the 
“Reds,” but the Dollar is the only flag they are really loyal to. They 
would accept a Japanese dictator over America, as Franco has crooked 
the knee to Mussolini, and certain Chinese traitors to Japan, so lohg 
as the profit-system is preserved. 

Who can't see through the motives of Hearst any longer? He, the 
man who for years preached a horrible racial lynching campaign 
against poor Japanese workers in America, now wants the Japanese 
fascists left alone in their attempted conquest of China. He is trying 
to stop the democratic boycott that is spreading against Japanese goods 
here. Why has “isolation” sfiddenly become so precious to this man 
who once plunged America into an imperialist war against Spain, and 
tried to repeat the same performance once against England and Japan? 

It is because he, and all his ilk, are vastly alarmed at the state of 
world capitalism. He pins all his hopes now on fascism, for he sees 
that under a functioning democracy, the people will nat starve in peace, 
but will be forced to make the great boodlers “share the wealth.” 

This is all that “isolation” means to the top group—a method of 
making fascism and world capitalism secure against their enemies—the 
people. Well, they are hypocrites, but still one can understand their 
motives. It is the other group of “isolationists,” the liberals, “radical” 
democrats, pacifiists, and the like, that I fail to understand. They 
don't want fascism, but do they really think that by giving fascism in 
Europe and China à free hand, which is what “isolation” means, it will 
keep fascism and war out of America? 

Will it? Suppose the whole world went fascist, how long could a 
democratic America last under the pressure? 

It takes two to make a quarrel, and it takes two to make a perfect 
“isolation,” as the turtle can inform you. We can pass all the isolation 


and neutrality laws we can think up, and stay out of fascist Europe 
and Asia, but that will not guarantee that fascist Furope and Asia 
will not stay out of us. They are already here, hundreds of Nazi and 
Ita lian spies and propagandists, and now the Japanese spokesmen, 
plotting and scheming against our democracy. They preach American 
“isolation,” but under the surface, work to make America fascist.

“confirms that the dates set for the uprising are May 11 or June 29.” 
Probably by shaking dice. 

The whole thing is such a crude forgery that it is funny. For, if 
Franco “anticipated” the alleged uprising, and it was dated for not 
later than June 29—then why did the “uprising” of the Left not occur 
then, and how did it happen that Franco delayed action till July 17? 
And, more, why should the “Comintern” even want an “uprising” 
against the People’s Front government already in office? But, there it 
is, take it or leave it. 

The guy who forged this must have been unusually dopey. It lists 
in a supposed “national soviet” about 17 names, some who were and 
some who never were, in the People’s Front cabinet of the Republic, 
but none in any “Soviet.” 

But where it shines is in the notation affixed to the names, spotting 
no less. than eleven as Jews,“ among whom are included such purely 
Spanish types as Caballero, Jose Diaz, Francisco Galan and many others 
who will be astonished at the “discovery” of Major Frank Pease. 

The big idea of the whole thing is, of course, to make the reader 
believe that Franco was already in power, never started any rebellion 
at all, and all the trouble came from this dark conspiracy by the 
“Comintern,” which began an “uprising.”

Just as we prepared to forget the whole Rose Bowl 
situation till the game on New Year's Day between Cali- 
fornia and Alabama, a little bombshell broke on the 
sports desk in the form of a letter from Pittsburgh. 


It answers the question as to why the Pittsburgh 
players voted down any post season games for themselves, 
a question that has been neatly slurred over in the press, 
and réveals’a few startling facts. 


Here is the letter: 
Dear Lester Rodney: 

“There is an angle to the Rose Bowl game that you haven't 
mentioned as vet which certainly deserves all fhe publicity the 
Daily Worker can give it, especially since the capitalist press is 
letting it strictly alone after one first blast in Pittsburgh that 
almost Blew the lid off here-—-and everywhere else I imagine. 


1 “Your article in Tuesdays Daily was written without much 
a knowledge of the siluation, to be critical, First you said that 
: California did not want to play Fordham or Pitt. This statement 
is all wrong, pal. 

“The truth of the matter is—Pitt received the invitation Mon- 
day morning. Unofficially of course, due to the usual procedure 
. of not risking the embarrassment of a refusal. In short, Call- 
. fornia officials contacted Pitt and told them they were the team if 
: they wanted to be. 

“Here is where the story comes in. The Pitt players, hearing 
of this. called a meeting and without the aid or help of the 
University’s Athletic Department, decided NOT to play in the 
Rose Bowl unless the following three conditions were met. 

“1 The entire squad to make the 
trip. This ds a reward to those players 
who never play in a game but are out 
day after day for all the buffeting o/ 
practice. 

“2. Adequate spending-money 
each player on the trip. 5g 

“3. A two weeks’ vacation immedi- 
ately. 2 

“Now for a few remarks: As to

“The reason for demand Number 2 
4 requires a little knowledge of post 
* Panther football history. After the 1937 
Rose Bowl game, when Pitt shellacked 
Washington 20-0 the Pitt players, as 
usual, were taken to see the sights, ban- 
queted, etc. And each player received the 
munificent sum of $7.50 for spending money. And this came, not 
from the University (which cashes in to the tune of a $100,000 
guarantee on the game), but from Coach Jocko Sutherland. 


“The fact is that Don Harrison, then director of athletics, 

9 refused the boys spending money. Incidentally, all this led to 
the famous Sutherland-Harrison feud which ended with the 
latter's resignation. 

“As to the third demand, well, Pitt went through about the 
toughest schedule in the country and who can blame the boys 
for wanting a much-needed rest? 

“These are the facts—even though the Pittsburgh papers are 
trying to hush up a situation pregnant with dynamite. The facts, 
as stated above, were published in a few Pittsburgh papers on 
Monday—and since then denied—but only after the Mellon in-
